The comicg eclipse of the sun of the 9th 
of Auguat will ba totel over the N. of Yezo 
Leland ; the total shadow will pass over the 
distzietof Kushiro, a little to tha 8. of the 
city of Nemuro, and aleoin the La Porouse 
Strait, which eepsrates Yezo from Saghalion 
Island. There wiil likewise be total ob- 
seuration over the. Ruscian: coast to the N. 
of Viativostook ai Alen a line passing 
through Siberia fro: LW. to aE ypro= 
wimaiely from a point baring for co-ordinates 
72° Lat N, and 67*Rong. E. of Groenwich 
down fo o point in MG! Lat. N, and 189 
Long. E.). The enlfpgs will ont through 
Nova Zembla and the N. of Lapland, 1¢ 
will beinvisible ia Eeglind, France, and in 
any other placo in Eurspe outside of Lip- 
land, At Shanghai and in the whole of 
Chins it will be visible under the shana of 5 
pertiel eclipse; the obscuration will be 
greaterthe more one goes torth ; for instance 
at Peking the moon will encroach on the 
greater part of the suo, whilst at Hong- 
kong, but. a emall part will be obscured, 
As for the time, the moro ono ie stationed in 
the W. the sooner the eclipse will be acen on 
a samelatitude, or, to speak more acenrate- 
ly, on a line N.W, SE parallel to the 
trajectory of tha eclipas; thus Hankow will 
seo tho beginning of the eclipse before 
Shanghai, and Shanghai before Nagasaki.

THE SAD AFFAIR AT-MAGAO, 


Concerniog the much regretied death of 
the Dean of the See of Macao, as yeported in 
the Hongkong papers, and quoted in. this 
journal, there sceme to be no queetion at all 
that the mind of the unfortunate clergyman 
‘wae quite unbinged, when he hanged him- 
self. That fe fully confirmed: by a com. 
touvisation received by ue from the Revd. 
Fathor Jose Joaquim Baptista, tho respeeted 
head of the Portuguese Mission in Singapore. 
Father Baptiata writes as follows :— 

*Thave read the goragraph published ia 
yeaterduy’s Free frees about that ‘Bad 
Affairia Msoao,” ond I shall consider it a3 
a spetlal favour to me, and to the mewory 
of the poor Dean of the Neo of Macao, who 
waa one of my best friends, if you will per- 
mit me to say a few words on this subject, 

‘My village is only a mile aud a half dis- 
tant from the pative place of the.dacoacd 
Dean, He loft Lisbon for the Fer Kurt in 
Decomber, 1895, and passed through Singa- 
poraon the 7th Januery, 1896. Meforo-he 
Jeft Lisbon he was obliged to go to the 
Marizn Hospital, because there wags some 
suspicion on the part of the officiala that tho 
poor man wea not sane in bis mind. How- 
ever, he was eventually allowed to come out 
to Macao, On tho 7th January, 189), he 
called here st the Parochial House, when to 
my great disappointment, I saw that my 
friend was not right in his mind. I had 
grest difficulty in convincing him of come 
vary trivial matters which he eet himself 
agatast almoat asa madman, I mentioned 
it privately to my colleagues’ here, —a fact 
to which they can certify,—that the puor 
Dean of Macao wat to some extent ingame, 

‘Only three doya before the sad event 
ovcurred bis colleague and host, the Ley, 
Illydio C. de Gouveia, wrote to mo stating 
thatthe Dean was very ill, and that be very | 
muoh feared that he (the Dean) wae not 
quite sana in bis mind. ‘Tha melancholy- 
tact, Sir, is that the Dean of the Seo of 
Mscso was mad, and the act which deprived 
him of life, and the. Churob ofa valued ser- 
vant was ona for which ho was not mentally 
responsible, 7 

‘The late Dean.was a tiost intimate friend 
of Di Medeiros, Bishop of Macao, They 
were sohool-mates, from the same villege, 
and bad been all their lives in the most cor- 
dial and intimate relations. There could 
havebéen nothiog whatever to worry the 
mind of the deceased, except the rental ail. 
ment from which it was too evident be had 
for a considerable timo been gradually otrug- 
gliog. Besides basing a good theatogian and 
philotopher ¢he-deocased was an accomplished, 
wutidian, On the 7th Jsnuary, while with 
him in bis cabin on board the ateamer, be 
auidto me pointing to his violoncello, “Here 
ia my beat friend!” To hear him lay upon 
that instrament was 8 rare musical treat, 
indeod,’—Singapore Free Press.
